SAVINGS   BANKS. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  depositors 
in  the  Post  Office  and  Government  Savings  Banks  amounted  to  $53,057,018.22, 
a  decrease  of  $303,072.52  as  compared  with  the  balance  held  on  March  31,  1918. 
The  withdrawals  during  the  year  exceeded  the  deposits  by  $1,952,680.59,  while 
$1,649,608.07  was  added  for  interest  accrued,  making  a  net  decrease  of 
$303,072.52. 

INVESTMENTS. 

Investments  on  account  of  the  Sinking  Funds  of  the  various  loans  were 
made  during  the  year  to  the  amount  of  $1,448,495.35.

During  the  year  a  further  amount  of  5  per  cent  Debenture  Stock  was  issued 
to  the  extent  of  $2,983,500.  This  sum  with  the  balance  of  Stock  outstanding 
on  March  31,  1918,  $14,281,000  made  a  total  of  $18,264,500.  Of  this  amount 
$100,000.  was  converted  into  5^  per  cent  Debenture  Stock  leaving  a  balance 
outstanding  on  March  31,  1919,  of  $18,164,500,  $2,335,000  of  this  amount  has 
been  converted  into  Victory  Loan  1918.

The  flotation 
charges  of  the  above  Stock  amounted  to  $13,128.33. 

h  The  total  sale  of  War  Savings  Certificates  to  March  31,  1919,  amounted 
to  $13,411,115.20  and  redemptions  to  $1,806,621.70.  During  the  fiscal  year  1918- 
19  $647,661.70  was  received  on  this  account  which  with  a  redemption  during  the 
the  same  period  of  $1,105,936.90  reduced  the  amount  of  $12,062,768.70  held  on 
March  31,  1918,  to  $11,604,493.50  on  March  31,  1919.  By  Order-in-Council 
P.C.  No.  3041  the  sale  of  these  Certificates  was  discontinued.  The  flotation 
charges  on  the  above  amounted  to  $91,225.46.  The  large  amount  of  redemptions 
during  the  year  was  no  doubt  owing  to  withdrawals  for  investment  in  the  1918 
Victory  Loan  at  a  higher  rate  of  interest. 

Under  authority  of  Order-in-Council  dated  October  4,  1918,  P.C.  2462  War 
Savings  and  Thrift  Stamps  were  offered  for  sale.  $1,640,166.28  were  sold  and 
$116,132.40  redeemed  leaving  a  balance  outstanding  on  March  31,  1919,  of 
$1,524,033.88.  These  stamps  are  due  January  1,  1924.  The  cost  of  flotation 
on  the  above  amounted  to  $231,313.21. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  "War  Appropriation  Act,  1918"  authority  was 
given  by  Order-in-Council  dated  the  23rd  September,  1918,  P.C.  No.  2354  for 
the  raising  of  a  Fifth  War  Loan  of  5|  per  cent  Bonds  issued  at  par  and  maturing 
as  follows:

Bonds  of  the  various  maturities  of  this  issue  will  in  the  event  of  future 
issues  of  like  maturity  or  longer,  made  by  the  Government,  other  than  issues 
made  abroad,  be  accepted  at  par  and  accrued  interest  as  the  equivalent  of  cash 
for  the  purpose  of  subscription  to  such  issues. 

The  prospectus  of  this  loan  was  issued  on  October  28,  1918.  According 
to  the  books  of  the  Department  the  subscriptions  reached  $698,800,000  including 
conversions  of  $66,261,166.66.  This  total  subscription  was  cut  down  on  allot- 
ment by  $24,271,800  leaving  a  total  issue  of  over  $674,000,000.  The  number 
of  subscribers  was  1,139,247.

Temporary  loans  during  the  year  were  made  from  the  chartered  Banks  in 
Canada  and  others  by  the  issue  of  Treasury  Bills  amounting  to  $214,121,250. 
To  this  amount  should  be  added  $75,110,000  outstanding  on  March  31,  1918, 
making  a  total  of  $289,231,250  of  which  $215,411,250  has  been  Repaid,  leaving 
outstanding  on  the  31st  March,  1919,  an  amount  of  $73,820,000.

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  PubUc  Accounts  of  Canada 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1920. 

In  carrying  out  the  poHcy  of  making  the  balance  sheet  simple  and  illustra- 
tive its  usual  form  has,  under  the  personal  supervision  of  Mr.  Geo.  Edwards, 
F.C.A.,  C.B.E.,  of  the  well-known  firm  of  Messrs.  Edwards,  Morgan  and 
Company,  Chartered  Accountants,  Head  Office  in  the  city  of  T^oronto,  been 
revised  and  set  up  in  a  manner  more  in  conformity  with  those  of  banks,  railway 
corporations  and  other  financial  institutions.  Mr.  Edwards  and  his  firm  have 
given  considerable  attention  to  this  revision  without  remuneration.  The 
revised  balance  sheet  will  undoubtedly  be  favourably  received  by  outside 
business  concerns. 

Certain  tables,  which  have  been  reproduced  from  year  to  j^ear  hitherto 
without  alteration,  have,  for  considerations  of  economy,  been  omitted  from 
the  pubUshed  accounts  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1920,  as  no  longer 
serving  any  useful  purpose,  and  also  as  tending  to  emphasize  the  value  of 
the  tables  which  have  been  retained.  Information  contained  in  the  tables  now 
omitted  may  be  found  in  the  published  accounts  for  the  previous  year.  A 
footnote  to  the  "Table  of  Contents,"  with  which  the  present  publication  is 
prefaced,  will  indicate  the  tables  so  omitted. 

In  further  compliance  with  your  instructions,  the  usual  method  of  arriving 
at  the  net  debt  of  the  Dominion  has  been  modified  by  not  including  non-active 
assets,  as  explained  to  Parliament  in  your  Budget  Speech  of  last  Session,  the 
result,  when  the  accounts  of  the  year  were  finally  closea,  being  an  increase  of 
the  net  debt  from  $1,964,853,618.62  (the  amount  which  would  have  been  deter- 
mined under  past  method)  to  $2,248,868,623.79,  the  difference  being  $284,015,- 
005.17,  representing  non-active  assets  referred  to  in  your  Budget  Speech  of 
May  18,  1920,  as  follows:— 

"It  is  obvious  that  the  advances  to  the  Canadian  Northern,  Grand 
"  Trunk  Pacific,  and  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Companies  cannot  be  treated  as 
"  active  assets.  They  are  not  at  the  moment  realizable ;  further,  no  interest 
"  is  being  paid,  and  in  some  cases  the  principal  as  well  as  interest  is  over- 
"  due.  As  is  well  known,  Canada  is  now  the  owner  of  the  Canadian  North- 
"  ern,  receiver  for  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific,  and  steps  have  been  taken 
"  for  the  acquisition  of  the  Grand  Trunk.    While  the  Railways  have  potential 
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"value,  at  the  present  time  the  fact  is  that  the  country  itself  owns  the 
"  Canadian  Northern  and  is  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the  Grand 
"  Trunk  Pacific,  with  resultant  heavy  cost  to  the  taxpayer. 

"Assets  which  are  not  readily  convertible,  as  the  specie  reserve  is  con- 
"  vertible,  or  are  not  interest  producing,  are  not  such  assets  as  ought  to  be 
"  deducted  from  the  gross  debt.  They  are  inactive,  they  are  items  of  such 
"  a  character  as  might  well  be  placed  in  a  suspense  account.  At  any  rate, 
' '  whatever  may  be  their  future  value,  however  great  it  may  be,  they  are 
"  not  assets  of  such  a  character,  as  to  directly  reduce  the  gross  debt  any 
"  more  than  the  other  capital  accounts  of  the  country  ought  to  be  deducted 
"'from  it. 

"I  would  therefore  reduce  the  deductions  made  from  the  gross  debt  by 
"  the  railway  items  already  referred  to,  and  on  the  same  grounds  after  making 
"  a  study  of  the  amounts  making  up  the  $39,000,000  odd  charged  to  mis- 
"  cellaneous  investments,  I  would  reduce  that  item  by  $11,015,  951.20,  and 
"  the  item,  miscellaneous  and  banking  accounts,  of  $175,000,000  odd  by  the 
"  sum  of  $56,592,463.12.  While  the  charge  against  the  Imperial  Government 
"  is  correctly  stated  as  of  the  above  date,  beyond  all  question  there  are 
"  further  contra  accounts  of  the  Imperial  Government  which  will  approxi- 
"  mately  reduce  this  credit  item  by  some  $33,b33,333.34.  The  result  of 
"  providing  for  this  contra  account  and  of  treating  the  inactive  items  as 
"  items  that  ought  to  go  in  suspense  or  capital  account  is  to  reduce  the 
"  investments  included  in  calculating  the  net  debt  by  $337,359,124.07,  and  to 
"  increase  the  net  debtasshownfrom$l,935,946,312.85to$2,273,305,436.92."

LOANS 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  "Demobilization  Act,  1919"  authority  was 
given  by  Order-in-Council,  dated  October  24,  1919,  P.C.  No.  2185  for  the 
raising  of  a  Sixth  War  Loan  of  five  and  half  per  cent  bonds  issued  at  par  and 
maturing  as  follows: — 

5  year  Bonds  due  November  1,  1924. 
15  year  Bonds  due  November  1st,  1934. 

The  prospectus  of  this  loan  was  issued  October  27,  1919.  At  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  the  subscriptions  paid  in  full,  including  conversions  from  previous 
issues  amounted  to  $587,031,400,  leaving  unpaid  subscriptions  at  that  date  o^ 
$34,130,700,  making  a  total  issue  of  $621,162,100.  The  number  of  subscribers 
were  approximately  800,000. 

Under  authority  of  Order-in-Council  dated  December  12,  1919,  P.C,  No 
2497,  the  sale  of  War  Savings  Stamps  was  discontinued  but  Thrift  Stamps  were 
still  offered  for  sale.    The  amount  of  War  Savings  and  Thrift  Stamps  outstand- 
ing at  the  close  of  the  year  was  $2,576,549.65. 

Under  authority  of  Order-in-Council,  dated  December  12,  1919,  P.C. 
No.  2497,  Dominion  of  Canada  Savings  Certificates  were  offered  for  sale — 
$531,636.75  were  sold  and  $369.75  redeemed,  leaving  a  balance  outstanding 
on  March  31,  1920,  of  $531,267.  These  Certificates  are  issued  in  denominations 
of  $5,  $10,  $25,  $50  and  $100,  and  may  be  purchased  at  any  chartered  bank  in 
Canada  or  Money  Order  Post  Office.  The  issue  price  is  at  the  rate  of  $85  per 
$100.  They  are  redeemable  at  any  time  at  the  rates  printed  on  Certificate  and 
mature  three  years  from  the  date  of  issue. 

The  New  York  Temporary  Loan  of  1917-19,  amounting  to  $75,000,000, 
matured  on  August  1,  1919.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Service  Act 
of  1919,  authority  was  granted  by  Order-in-Council,  dated  July  7,  1919,  P.C. 
No.  1392  to  float  a  new  loan  to  meet  the  maturing  obligations.  Notes  and 
Bonds  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  and  a  half  per  cent  per  annum  were 
issued  as  follows: — 
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2  year  notes  to  the  amount  of  $15,000,000  at  an  issue  price  of  99|. 
10  year  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $60,000,000  at  an  issue  price  of  97. 

During  the  year  b'onds  of  the  3^  per  cent  1925-28  loan  to  the  amount  of 
$10,404,678.36  and  bonds  of  the  4^  per  cent  1925-45  loan  to  the  amount  of 
$30,000,000,  were  cancelled  and  credited  to  the  Imperial  Treasury  against 
advances  made  by  the  Dominion  of  Canada  as  follows: — 

3^  per  cent  1925-28  loan  taken  back  at  95  or  $9,884,444.44. 
4^  per  cent  1925-45  loan  taken  back  at  99  or  $29,700,000.00.

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DOMINION  NOTES 

The  circulation  of  Dominion  Notes  stood  at  $311,932,791.92  on  March  31, 
1920,  being  an  increase  over  the  circulation  at  the  close  of  last  year  of  $22,674,- 
094.25.  On  March  31,  1920,  $105,067,643.67  gold,  and  $196,791,960.97  ap- 
proved securities  were  held  against  outstanding  Dominion  Notes. 

SUPERANNUATION  AND  RETIREMENT  ACTS 

The  statement  showing  the  number  and  total  salaries  of  officials  coming 
under  the  Superannuation  Acts  and  Retirement  Act  has  been  continued  to 
March  31,  1920.

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  PubHc  Accounts  of  Canada 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1921. 

STATEMENTS   AND   SCHEDULES 

The  statements  are  presented  in  the  amended  form  adopted  for  the  first 
time  in  preparing  the  accounts  for  the  year  immediately  preceding,  and  consist 
of  (a)  the  Balance  Sheet  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  on  March  31,  1921,  (6)  the 
Expenditure  and  Revenue  Account  for  the  fiscal  year,  and  (c)  the  Condensed 
Cash  Statement  for  the  like  period.  Each  of  the  above-mentioned  statements 
is  supported  by  schedules,  which  furnish  the  customary  information  respecting 
the  public  business  transacted  during  the  year,  and  the  Assets  and  Liabilities  on 
the  closing  date.  To  facilitate  comparison,  the  Balance  Sheet  at  the  opening 
date  is  included  in  the  appendices. 

The  particulars  of  Railway  Subsidies  paid  since  1884,  being  appendix  No. 
14,  in  the  Public  Accounts  of  the  year  preceding,  are  now  omitted,  and  a  table 
respecting  War  Tax  Revenues,  omitted  by  inadvertence  in  the  accounts  of  the 
year  preceding,  is  now  included. 

ORDINARY   RECEIPTS   AND   PAYMENTS 

The  receipts  on  account  of  Consolidated  Fund  for  the  year  amounted  to 
$434,386,536.60,  and  the 'expenditure  on  the  same  account  $361,118,145.21, 
showing  surplus  of  ordinary  receipts  over  ordinary  expenditure  of  $73,268,391.39.

SAVINGS   BANKS 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  depositors  in 
the  Post  Office  and  Government  Savings  Banks  amounted  to  $39,160,808.21,  a 
decrease  of  $3,174,004.34  as  compared  with  the  balance  held  on  March  31,  1920. 
The  withdrawals  during  the  year  exceeded  the  deposits  by  $4,352,195.22,  while 
$1,178,190.88  was  added  for  interest .  accrued,  making  a  net  decrease  of

Authority  is  given  the  Dominion  to  guarantee  the  securities  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  Railway  Company  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $45,000,000  together 
with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum.  £3,500,000  of  these 
securities  have  been  sold  and  a  portion  of  the  remainder  has  been  pledged  for 
the  purpose  set  out  in  the  Act. 

8.  The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Guarantee  Act,  1914. 

Authority  is  given  the  Dominion  to  guarantee  the  securities  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $16,000,000 
together  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum.  £655,600 
of  these  securities  have  been  sold  and  $7,500,000  pledged  against  an  advance 
by  the  Dominion  Government  of  an  issue  of  Dominion  Notes  to  the  amount 
of  $6,000,000. 

9.  The  Canadian  Northern  Railway. 

By  Order  in  Council  dated  November  4,  1920,  P.C.  No.  2692,  authority 
was  given  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  and  of  the 
sinking  fund,  as  the  same  respectively  become  due,  of  the  twenty-year  seven 
per  cent  sinking  fund  gold  debenture  bonds,  to  the  amount  of  $25,000,000- 
The  issue  was  made  by  the  Railway  Company  in  New  York  City,  December  1^ 
1920,  through  Messrs.  William  A.  Reed  and  Company,  at  a  price  of  96.20  in 
New  York  funds  and  sold  to  the  public  at  100. 

10.  The  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada. 

By  Order  in  Council,  dated  November  27,  1920,  P.C.  No.  2898,  authority 
was  given  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  and  of  the 
instalments  of  the  sinking  fund,  as  the  same  respectively  become  due  of  the 
twenty-year  seven  per  cent  sinking  fund  gold  debenture  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  $25,000,000.  The  issue  was  made  by  the  Railway  Company  in  New  York 
City,  October  1,  1920,  through  Messrs.  William  A.  Read  and  Company  at  a 
price  of  94^  in  New  York  funds  and  sold  to  the  public  at  100. 
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11.  The  Canadian  Northern  Railway,  Chapter  11,  8-9  George  V  (1918) 

By  Order  in  Council  dated  March  29,  1919,  P.C.  No.  684,  authority  was 
given  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest,  as  the  same  become 
due,  of  the  three-year  five  per  cent  notes  to  the  amount  of  £1,049,800,  issued 
April,  1919,  and  due  April  5,  1922. 

12.  The  Canadian  Northern  Railway,  Chapter  11,  8-9  George  V  (1918). 

By  Order  in  Council  dated  September  18,  1919,  P.C.  No.  1956,  and  Order 
in  Couincil  dated  January  29, 1920,  P.C.  No.  201,  authority  was  given  to  guarantee 
the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest,  as  the  same  become  due,  of  the  five 
and  one-half  per  cent  gold  notes  dated  December  1,  1919,  and  maturing  as 
follows; — 

$6,000,000  due  December  1,  1922. 
6,000,000  due  December  1,  1924. 

DOMINION  NOTES 

The  circulation  of  Dominion  Notes  stood  at  $277,882,884.92  on  March  31, 
1921,  being  a  decrease  from  the  circulation  at  the  close  of  last  year  of  $34,049,907. 
On  March  31,  1921,  $79,574,480.06  gold,  and  $246,543,416.06  approved  secur- 
ities, were  held  against  outstanding  Dominion  Notes. 

SUPERANNUATION  AND  RETIREMENT  ACTS 

The  statement  showing  the  number  and  total  salaries  of  officials  coming 
under  the  Superannuation  Acts  and  Retirement  Act  has  been  continued  to 
March  31,  1921. 

AUDIT  BY  CHARTERED  ACCOUNTANTS 

There  has  been  in  progress  during  the  year  an  audit  of  the  transactions 
affecting  the  public  debt,  including  the  accounts  respecting  the  various  loan 
flotations  which  have  taken  place  since  1914,  and  the  interest  charges  thereon 
down  to  the  present  time.  The  work  has  been  conducted  by  Messrs.  Edwards, 
Morgan  and  Company,  Chartered  Accountants,  who  have  reported  that  "all 
sums  properly  accruing  to  the  revenue  from  these  flotations  have  been  fully 
accounted  for".  The  aggregate  amount  involved  in  these  loans  was  over 
$2,375,000,000.  They  further  report  that  "the  accounts  respecting  the  redemp- 
tion, transfer  and  exchange  of  bonds  which  form  part  of  the  above-mentioned 
issues  have  been  verified  and  found  to  be  correct".  The  accounts  respecting 
the  payment  of  interest  are  still  under  examination.  In  this  connection  it  has 
to  be  stated,  with  regret,  that  the  audit  has  disclosed  misappropriations  by  a 
trusted  oflScial,  who  has  since  been  sentenced,  upon  his  own  confession,  to  a 
term  of  imprisonment  for  the  offence.  Of  the  amount  thus  stolen,  $3,000  has 
been  recovered. 
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In  accordance  with  the  direction  of  your  immediate  predecessor  the  scope 
of  instructions  to  Messrs.  Edwards,  Morgan  and  Company,  has  been  extended 
to  include  an  enquiry  into  the  methods  employed  by  the  various  departments 
for  safeguarding  the  revenue,  also  a  general  stock-taking  of  the  public  assets 
with  a  view  to  having  the  same  properly  set  out  in  future  balance  sheets. 

The  Public  Accounts  as  presented  herewith  have  also  been  audited  by  the 
said  firm  and  their  certificate  is  printed  with  the  Balance  Sheet.

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SAVINGS  BANKS 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  balance  at  the  credit  of  depositors  in  the 
Post  Office  and  Government  Savings  Banks  was  $34,211,540.24  an  increase  of 
$2,420,433.85  over  the  balance  held  on  March  31,  1923.  The  deposits  for  the 
year  exceeded  the  withdrawals  by  $1,484,446.42  while  $935,987.43  was  added 
for  interest  accrued.

During  the  year  the  Imperial  Government  reduced  its  indebtedness  to  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  by  $66,469,227.53  leaving  a  balance  in  favour  of  the 
Dominion  of  $24,285.78.  This  reduction  was  made  by  the  cancellation  of  our 
$2,000,000  3|  per  cent  bonds  redeemed  at  92.91  and  $65,207,351.17  4|  per  cent 
bonds  redeemed  at  87.48  netting  $58,901,590.80,  the  balance  being  paid  in  cash. 

DEBT 

The  net  debt  of  the  Dominion  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  was  $2,417,783,- 
274.88  or  a  decrease  of  $35,993,593.86  under  the  debt  as  it  stood  on  March  31, 
1923.     The  decrease  is  accounted  for  as  follows: —

The  five  year  5^  per  cent  bonds  of  the  1918  Victory  Loan  amounting  to 
$172,459,650  matured  November  1,  1923.  To  meet  this  obligation  a  5  per  cent 
Refunding  Loan  dated  October  15,  1923,  was  floated.  The  issue  was  sold 
through  a  Canadian  syndicate  at  a  price  to  the  Government  of  96  and  accrued 
interest  for  the  twenty  year  bonds  and  96 .  75  and  accrued  interest  for  the  five 
year  bonds.
